The Reading Municipal Light Department, through its 
Board of Directors, have been pleased to announce. that 
they have filed, with the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Utilities, for a reduction of the present 11.6% 
surcharge, effective October Ist. The reduction will be 
approximately 25%, to 8.6%, and will reflect in a net 
dollar reduction to the customers of the Reading Light, 
of over $18,000 anually. 
their imposed wholesale rate in- 
crease of May, 1970, The explicit 
point is made by the Department 
that the October Ist reduction has 
no effect whatever on the continu- 
ing Federal Power Commission 
hearings in Washington, to seek 
and demand more equitable rate 
treatment for Municipal Light 
Department customers.

Family Counseling - 
A Community Service 


The Family Counselling Service, 
@ participating agency of the Wil: 
mington Community Fund. was 
established in 1967 at the request 
of the clergy of Wilmington who. 
in the course of listening to 
people's proglems, felt that there 
was a need for professional ser- 
vice 

The Community Fund was asked 
for a grant to help the service 
get underway. The policy of the 
Community Fund has been that it 
will help projects that are of 
benefit to the townspeople pro- 
vided they come within the scope 
of its by-laws, and so the Family 
Counselling Service came into 
being. The need for such a ser. 

vice has indeed been demonstra- 
ted through the last four years 
as these statistics released by 

Dr. Carole Golub, head of the 
Service show 

For the year 1970 - 48 cases 
were seen: 206 sessions were 
held: 439 telephone calls or cor- 
respondence with client or family 
were held; 218 contacts were made 
with other agencies in behalf of 
clients.
